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The Syrian Government is well aware of the danger te Syrian unity and 
independent progress which is presented by the dissident elements in the 
Jebel Druze. Leadership of these elements is recognized to lie with the 
Atrash family, heriditary lords of most of the Jebel, in whose hands most 
of the present political power there is held. In the face of this threat 
and of its own military impotence in the Jebel, the Syrian Governsent has 
developed a policy of undermining and isolating the dissident elements 

in that region. 


2. This is primarily a policy of sowing dissention in the Jebel by promting, 
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through governmant. agents and government subsidies, a party hostile to the 
Atrash clan. Atrash ability to make capital of alleged neglect of the Jebel 
is to be mllified by an extensive program of public works. The. 
prestige and authority of the Atrash family are being undermined in 

every possible way, and non-Atrash candidates are being groomed for the 
coming elections. The ability of the Atrash to react is being mllitied 
by a systematic diminishing of the military effectives in the Jebel. 

The present forces of army and gendarmeria are consistently refused 
motorized transport and arms other than rifles. The supply of arms 
confiscated by the Druzes from the French is being steadily reduced by 
purchase from its individual owners.
